*It just really made us look 
like we didn't know what we 
were doing,” said Joe. “We 
were trying to do it in black 
and white, when really there 
was a lot of gray there.”

He created a 
new winter storm warning sys- 
tem patterned after hurricane 
and tornado advisories. 

Instead of a series of confus- 
ing watches and warnings, Joe 
developed a system that rates 
the severity of storms on a one 
to five scale, similar to the 
Saffir/Simpson Hurricane 
Scale and the Fujita Tornado 
Intensity Scale. 

Joe's severity index classifies 
winter weather into five cate- 
gories: minor inconvenience; 
inconvenience; significant 
inconvenience; potentially life- 
threatening; and life-threaten- 
ing. The first three categories 
correspond to an advisory, the 
final two to a warning.

And so do emergency man- 
agers in Nebraska. "Everybody 
knows what a category five 
hurricane is,” said Sherry 
Blaha of Scottsbluff. “You 
would only assume that a cat- 
egory five winter storm would 
be pretty severe.” 


Major tax increases for Everglades restoration а non-starter 


The people of south Florida 
are committed to protecting 
and restoring the Everglades, 
but are opposéd to big tax 
and/or water rate hikes, 
according to a new poll 
released Nov. 10. 

According to a survey con- 
ducted for Florida CSE by 
Mason-Dixon Political Media 
Research, if south Florida res- 
idents have their way, the $8 
billion Everglades “Re-Study” 
plan concocted by federal and 
state bureaucrats would be 
dead on arrival. Why?

Slade O'Brien, Florida CSE 
Director, “is because it costs 
taxpayers too, much.”

daughter Rose. Rose grew up 
to write an O’Henry Prize-win- 
ning short story called “Inno- 
cence” in 1922, using memo- 
ries of a “miserable, awful 
place called Florida.” 

Betty Jean Steinshouer is 
well-known for her one-woman 
show on Marjorie Kinnan 
Rawlings, another author who. 
moved to Florida from the 


North, but-had a totally differ- 
ent reaction to Cross Creek 
than Laura Ingalls Wilder did 
to Westville, Steinshouer’s 
research on each author has 
convinced her, she says, that 


“Rawlings and Wilder were 


nothing alike іп their 
approach to their new Florida 
neighbors. Marjorie got right 
into the mix, going along with 
things even when they weren't 
quite legal. Laura stood back, 
partly because she had a 
young child to look after. She 
went the rest of her life, hard- 
ly mentioning that she had 
once lived in the Sunshine 
State, because she didn't like 
to talk about unpleasant 
things." 

Steinshouer, who has been 
touring full-time since 1988 
with her Chautauquas about 
Rawlings, Willa Cather, Ger- 
tude Stein, Flannery O'Connor 
and Sarah Orne Jewett, added 
Mrs. Wilder to her repertoire 
in 1997. She noted that 


“Wilder was well into her six- + 


ties by the time she published 
her first LITTLE HOUSE 
book.,I play her in her eight- 
ies, after all her books are 
written and her husband has 


‘died. As a widow, she has 


quite a perspective on the 
world, including 64 years of 
marriage to the same man, 
raising a .daughter who 
became a famous writer and a 
Communist, and living sanely 
in an insane world. Laura is 
balm to an angst-ridden soci- 
ety." 

Steinshouer usually spends 
her winters in Florida, living 
Since 1990 in St. Augustine. In 
an interview from Tucson, Ari- 
zona, where she was resting 
before beginning the long 
drive South, she noted that

When you think about it, it 
Should not be surprising that 
tea is a healthy food. It's a 
broth made from plant leaves, 
so it can be considered a type 
of vegetable. 

There are a few things to 
remember. First: All things in 
moderation. No one is suggest- 
ing that anyone start-guzzling 
the beverage nonstop; 

Second, it has to be-real tea. 
Herbal teas do not count, 
although they may have other 
beneficial properties. 

Third, tea-catinot take the 
place of other foods containing 
antioxidants. You still need to 
eat your broccoli, carrots, etc. 
Tea does not contain the vita- 
mins that fresh fruits and veg- 
etables do. 


By the way, if you are con- 
cerned about caffeine, decaf- 
feinated tea contains the same 
level of'antioxidants as regular 
tea. 

Of course, drinking iced tea 
should. not take the. place of 
drinking at least eight glasses 
of water every day. Your body 
needs water to rehydrate itself 
and.to flush out any waste 
products and toxins, Bever- 
ages which contain caffeine 
(such as “coffee and sodas) do 
not provide the same benefits. 
Caffeine is a/-diuretic, so 
instead of hydrating your body, 
drinking a;beverage with caf- 
feine can cause it to'dehydrate. 

And.as always, check with 
your doctor before making any 
change in your diet, especially 
if you are on any type of med- 
ication 


Prescription drugs may affect older patients’ dental health 


Prescription drugs 
adversely affect senior citizens’ 
dental health. During Senior 
Dental Health Awareness 
Week, Nov. 16-20, the Florida 
Dental Association focuses on 
dental health concerns of older 
patients. Governor Lawton 
Chiles recently proclaimed 
Senior Dental Awareness Week 
to promote good dental health 
among Florida residents who 
are older than 65 (about 1815 
percent of Florida's popula- 
tion). 

"Older patients and medical- 
ly compromised patients 
should stay well informed 
about unwanted side effects 
that some prescription drugs 
may have on dental health,"

said Dr. Gerald Cioffi, an FDA 
official and oral medicine 
expert. "Senior Dental Health 
Awareness Week is an excel- 
lent chance to educate these 
patients, and their caregivers, 
about the problems that can be 
nssociated with dental health 
and sorne prescriptión drugs." 

Certain prescription medi- 
cines can cause older patients 
to experience gum swelling, 
overgrowth or inflammation; 
dry mouth; excess plaque; апа 
fungal infection. More than 
400 drugs, including calcium 
channel blockers for high blood 
pressure and heart disease, 
anti-epilepsy and some 
amphetamines, have been 
linked with poor dental health. 


Procardia, Cardizem and 
Dilantin may potentially cause 
problems with older patients’ 
dental health. 

If you take métlication, fol- 
low these rules: 

1. When your dentist asks for 
your medical history, provide 
complete, up-to-date informa- 
tion. 

2. Tell your dentist if you've 
been hospitalized recently, had 
surgery or have been ill. 

3. List for your dentist the 
names; doses and frequency of 
your medications, prescription 
and over-the-counter, along 
with the name of your physi- 
cian. 

4. Advise your dentist of any 
health or medication changes 


between visits. 

5. Ask your dentist about 
drug side-effects or any oral 
health problems. 

6. Ask your dentist how to 


control drug-induced oral 
health problems, 
7. Read all medication 


instructions carefully and take 
notes.
